Any action on any official bond or bonds
of county officer?, whether gu-en prior or subsequent to
the passage of this act, or whether running to the board
of supervisors or board of commissioners of any county,
or to any county officer or to the State of Minnesota, may
be brought by the county commissioners of the proper
county for the use and benefit ^of such county, or for the
benefit of any corporation or individual injured by any
non-compliance with the conditions of snch bond or bonds.

CHAPTER XLYII.

SECTION 1. The court commissioners in the several
counties in this State are hereby authorized to take depo-
sitions to be used in any of the courts of this State, to
administer oaths and take recognizances in all cases where
an onth or recognizance is or may be required by law,
and to take the acknowledgment of deeds and other in-
struments in writing.

This Act shall take effect from and after its
passage.
